in one formula, in the hope that some 
one of them may relieve the paroxysm 
of asthma; we recognize the existence of 
spasm of the pulmonary terminations of 
the pneumograstric, and we know that 
atropine directly combats that spasm. 
We know that glonoin also relaxes the 
same spasmodic state, but while acting 
more rapidly than atropine it does not 
last long enough; we therefore give the 
two together, and get a quick action 
from one and a sustained action from 
the other. Recognizing the fact that an 
attack of this sort denotes an abnormal 
vulnerability of the affected nerve, we 
follow with the arsenate of strychnine, 
to so innervate the weak tissue that it can 
resist the tendency to fall into disease. 
And as we cannot tell beforehand just 
how much of either medicament will be 
required, we give each in very small 
doses very quickly repeated, until we 
have secured exactly the degree of effect 
we need; and then either stop*the med- 
icine or continue in doses just sufficient 
to keep up the effect. The whole sys- 
tem of guessing necessary under the old 
method to determine the exact dose un- 
der varying conditions, is thus done 
away with; and in this most essential 
respect certainty takes the place of un- 
certainty. 

Two things are essential—the doctor 
must know what ails the patient, and 
what his remedies will do. 

Dare he call himself a doctor and not 
know these? 

As to the diagnosis, it must be noted 
that the name of the malady is of less 
moment than the disease condition. 

He must recognize fever, and treat it; 
the exact diagnosis of the sort of fever 
will come later.

He will study the problems of diges- 
tion, assimilation and elimination, as he 
never did before—we hope he will, at 
least, for they cannot be ignored by any 
real physician. 

And to such study the use of the alka- 
loids directly impels the user; as_ he 
learns to look for conditions, to diagnose 
morbid states, to study the pathology of 
the living instead of the dead body.

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THE DIARRHEA OF INFANCY, 
Read before the Ohio State Pediatric Society, 8th annual meeting Toledo, O., May 28th, 1902. 


By William W. Pennell, M.D. 


WISH to confine my remarks to 
the simple diarrhea of infancy, 
that condition, or symptom, of 
the intestines which is the fore- 

runner of graver but not the most im- 
portant of the diarrheal states of the 
alimentary canal in the very young; for 
I take it that antecedent troubles are of 
prime consequence compared to the ex- 
tensions or complications that arise from 
failure to control the first manifestations 
of the disease. Acute 
diarrhea, cholera infantum, 


inflammatory 
entero- 
intestinal catarrh, 


colitis, and chronic 


usually have their beginning in the 
simpler form of relaxed bowels. 

The child with this disease is fretful 
and restless, or dull and listless, after a 
beginning which has been gradual, or 
sudden, the thermometer disclosing a 
temperature of 100° to 103°, or higher, 
the autoinfection present. In the nervous- 
ly susceptible, convulsions may develop 
at any time before fever declines. Nurs- 
ing is done in a disconnected sort of way 
or not at all, while vomiting of more or 
less sour, curded milk is an early symp- 
tom. Abdominal pain, from flatulent 
distention and from violent peristalsis, 
set up by the presence of irritating gases 


as well as undigested and putrescent 
materials in the intestines, is rarely ab- 
sent. 

The discharges may be of moderate 
frequency at first, but rapidly increase in 
number as time passes, unless relieved. 
They consist of the natural excretion, 
with undigested food, of greenish or 
light color, of acid reaction, and of sour 
or foul odor; and are 


usually accom- 


panied with large quantities of gas, 
Later on they become very thin and ir- 
ritating, containing mucus which may 
include streaks of blood. 

In view of these well-known symp- 
toms—-the simple diarrliea of infancy is 
really of itself but a symptom—the origin 
of which is, in any case, undigested and 
unwholesome materials in the alimentary 
canal, which excite an _ excessive 
secretion of the glands, the duration and 
extent of which are measured only by 
the amount of infection, and whether the 
cause is promptly withdrawn or not, 

We find this difficulty in nursing in- 
fants where some state of health of the 
mother, or her food, or her daily habits, 
exercises an influence detrimental to the

secretion of milk of good quality.

There can be no doubt but that the 


side of 


condition of the nursing mother influ- 
ences the quality of her milk, and this in 
turn agrees or disagrees with her child. 
If she is dyspeptic, constipated and over- 
worked; should she be subjected to any 
strong mental emotion or fatigue; if she 
has morbid states of the mind with de- 
pressed or melancholic tendencies, acute 
chronic 


disease or a_ tendency to 


disease as shown by malnutrition, 
anemia and debility, then the quality of 
her milk unfits it for her baby’s use. On 
the other hand, lack of exercise, seden- 
tary habits, overindulgence in food of 
the fats and carbohydrates groups, and 
menstruation, have an equally deleteri- 
ous effect on the 


Even in mothers who are healthy and 


secretion of milk. 
whose milk is of the best quality, the in- 
dulgent mother permits her child to 
nurse too often and incurs the results of 
overfeeding. 

In babies that are bottle-fed the en- 
vironment of the cow, her health, age, 
food and usage, as in the mother, affect 
the quality of the milk. A poor quality 
of milk will be procured from a cow that 
has an impaired digestion, is_ illy 
nourished or is fed upon swill and slops, 
and has to drink impure water and eat 
food that disturbs the digestive and in- 
testinal balance, has eruptions of the 
skin or is affected with tuberculosis, or 
is poorly protected from the inclemency 
of the seasons, or is stung into almost 
madness by gad-flies. Hence the ne- 


cessity of looking into the source of

In feeding, due care must be exercised 
to modify cow’s milk so as to make it 
imitate healthy mother’s milk, and to 
give this at proper intervals in rational 
quantities, or indigestion with its result- 
ing diarrhea will occur. During the 
nursing period babies should not be per- 
mitted to partake of table-food under 
any circumstances but be confined strict- 
ly to breast or modified cow’s milk. 
Overfeeding and the giving of an im- 
pure quality of milk is the cause, for the 
most part, of infantile diarrhea. To 
feed a child too much or too often of 
even a properly prepared food, often re 
identical that 
from contaminated milk, from the fact 
that the digestive powers are inadequate 


sults in a diarrhea with 


to the task imposed upon them. 

There are many sources for the spoil 
ing of milk that is otherwise fit for an 
infant’s use—dirty cans, crocks, 
ing bottles and infected rubber nipples— 
as well as the repugnant habit of stick- 
ing a dirty finger into baby’s milk in 
order to ascertain whether it is of the 
proper temperature and sweetness. 

Thus we understand that the causes 
of infantile diarrhea relate to the food 
and care of the child, rather than to the 


nurs- 


sanitary conditions surrounding it, as it 
is found under all conditions of sanita- 
tion if the food be not properly super- 
vised. Children who from some sort of 
neglect are subjected to cold, excessive 
dampness or heat, have entailed upon 
them a looseness of the bowels from an 
interference with the action of the skin 
and kidneys, or from a lowered vitality 
of the nervous system; the exposure un- 
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Not the food eaten but that assimilated is of 
value to the consumptive. Rest and exercise 
are most important.—Brown. 
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der such circumstances either retarding

Ordinarily, simple diarrhea terminates 
rapidly, but some cases are protracted ; 
in these latter cases the child rapidly 
loses flesh, its temperature remains high, 
its countenance takes on a pinched ap- 


pearance, the eyes are sunken, the ad- 


domen is hot and distended with gas or 
is greatly retracted, while the extrem- 
ities are cool and are covered with sweat, 
and pain before each movement of the 
bowels has become a prominent feature. 
With these symptoms well established 
the anterior fontanelle is found depress- 
ed, and stomatitis has become a com- 
plication, the whole aspect of the child 
presenting the appearance of near ex- 
haustion. 

Infantile diarrhea usually ends favor- 
ably, though liable to recur; a slight de- 
viation from rational feeding serving to 
cause relapse. 

When it is not promptly met at the 
beginning, more serious forms of diar- 
rhea will supervene and endanger re- 
covery, while intercurrent disease, such 
as bronchitis, pneumonitis, convulsions, 
etc., may arise to retard or prevent re- 
covery. Not continued 
cases will lapse into chronic intestinal

Where the discharges are of verv foul 
odor the cathartic used is calomel hour- 
ly, in small doses until effect. Thorough 
irrigation, daily, of the colon, material- 
ly assists in removing irritating matter. 

Counter-irritation over the abdomen 
usually controls all pain, the agent em- 
ployed being known as the “spice 
poultice.”

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THE BIRTH OF THE SULPHOCARBOLATE TREATMENT OF 
CHOLERA INFANTUM,

Some time about a 


quarter of a 
century ago, I was attending a child with 
cholera infantum. My success had not 
been notable in handling this malady, and 
one morning I became conscious that | 
Was again facing death. 

I told the mother I had done what I 
could, and it was my belief the child 
would die. And yet I felt sure the con- 
dition was not necessarily fatal, and sug- 
gested that they call in an older and 
wiser physician, who might save the 
child. She received the message quiet- 
ly and asked me to call in the afternoon 
when her husband would be at home. 

In the afternoon I called, and talked 
the case over with the father, ending by 
asking who he would select as my suc- 
cessor. To my surprise he refused to 
change, spoke of my interest in the case, 
his disbelief in the superior qualifications 
of the other physicians, and his convic- 
tion that the child would surely die in 
any event. 

With a lump in my throat I turned 
again to the dying child. I sat by it for 
an hour, going over the points of the 
case, trving to gather the tangled threads 
into my hands. Flint, Pepper, all the 
text-books I had studied, were passed 
it mental review; had I tried all the 
methods; calomel, bismuth, logwood,

asked myself if this were not also a local 
septic affection. 

Well, the baby got 
bolate and recovered, and all my babies 
with all grades of the summer complaint 
that season recovered. And every case 
of summer complaint, entero-colitis and

cholera infantum I have attended since 
has recovered under the use of sulpho- 
carbolate of zinc. And that is why I 
believe in it, 

At first I had trouble from the pres- 
ence in the market of presumably impure 
specimens, which irritated the stomach 
and caused vomiting. Possibly some- 
times the sulphate of zinc was dispensed. 
But when I secured a pure supply there 
was no such difficulty. 

The routine that has been established 
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De Lee recommends utero-vaginal tampon- 


ing in post-partum hemorrhages, especially 
post-operative cases.—A. J. Obst. 
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during the twenty-five years of un- 
broken success is this: Clear out the 
bowels with castor oil, calomel, mercury 
and chalk, aromatic rhubarb, lavage, or 
colonic flushing, as seems best in each 
For lavage I prefer a solution of 
zinc sulphocarbolate, a grain to the 
ounce ; flushing this; for 
rectal flushing or when the type is dys- 
enteric, silver nitrate, two grains to the 
pint. The solutions should be as hot as 
bearable. Then follow with the zinc salt, 
from 1-6 to 2 grains every hour. I have 
given the latter dose hundreds of times 
to children in the second summer, with- 
out irritation. Some take the medicine 
in solution, others in granule or tablet, 
but if there is decided irritability of the 
stomach it is best in powder with bis- 
muth and pepsin.

Chapter VI.

HRONIC rheumatism remained 
an enigmatic affection till these 
later times, because the physi- 
ologic notions up to now were 

insufficient to make well understood its 


nature and origin. And yet it is only 
when guided by these two marked points 
that one is enabled to make an efficacious 
treatment.

“We have sought,” says he, “to bring 
out the therapeutic means which seemed 
to us to be endowed with the most real 
efficacy, but it must be confessed that 
chronic rheumatism is an _ affection 
which all the resources of the art are in- 
sufficient to cure in the majority of 
cases.” 

This pessimism is not surprising, first 
because this learned man drew his im- 
pressions from the Salpetriere, and that 
hospital receives none but inveterate 
chronic cases, consequently at a period 
when the disease had become quasi con- 
stitutional and hardly curable. In the 
second place, because therapeutic re- 
sources forty years ago were far more 
limited than those at our disposal at the 
present time. Finally, a thing of the 
highest importance to notice is, that 
whenever rheumatism in the aged is not 
overcome at its first appearance it con- 
stitutes itself then as a sort of right of 
seizure, and forms the first halting place 
on the way to decrepitude. It diminishes 
the subject’s capacity for moving about, 
which is the same as reducing the very 
source of life, because it diminishes the 
sum of the activity which is indispensa- 
ble for the integrity of the functions. 
It is on account of its benign appearance 
that senile rheumatism is always an in- 
auspicious affection, which should not be 
allowed to take domiciliary rights in 
the organism at any price. 

We shall not speak of acute articular 
rheumatism, regarding this affection as 
very rare in old age. It is rare at this 
period of life because of its infectious 
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Goutiness: Magnesium sulphate, sulphur, 
potassium bitartrate, equal parts; 1 or 2 drams 
in a half-glass of water before breakfast.

They explain equally its intimate kin- 
ship with visceral mneuralgias and 
sciaticas, which frequently proceed from 
the same causes when yet more latent, 
the same as asthma, migraine, and spinal 
rheumatism.

HE fruit of the Citrullus Colo-

The Walz method of extraction of the 
active principles proves the most satis- 
factory. The medicinal preparations of 
the plant are various, being extract, fluid 
extract, compound extract, tincture, and 
pills, one being known as the compound 
pill with Henbane, the other the most 
familiar Compound Cathartic Pill. The 
pulp or powder is rarely used, being re- 
placed by the extract. 

There are two methods of manufac- 
ture of the compound cathartic pill, In 
the “vegetable” pill, there is a replace- 
ment of calomel and gamboge by lep- 
tandrin, resin podophyllin, henbane and 
peppermint oil. The colocynth pill with 
henbane in the proportion of one of the 
former to two of the latter, obviates 
griping properties. The glucoside Colo 
cynthidin is identical with Merck’s Colo- 
cynthin (a mixing of nomenclature) and 
is described as a yellow powder, soluble 
in water and alcohol, and is frequently 
used in an enema by admixture of four 
to sixteen minims of a four per cent solu- 
tion in glycerin and ale, 

The resinoid concentration Colo- 
cynthin (true, not Merck’s) is obtained 
by evaporation from an alcoholic tincture, 
as a chocolate-colored powder, soluble in 
alcohol only. 

The Colocynthitin of Walz is a taste- 
less crystalline powder, and should be 
differentiated from Citrullin with which 
it is confounded, and which is a yellow 
amorphous powder, soluble in alcohol,

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MECHANICAL VIBRATORY STIMULATION IN CHRONIC

This little operation is repeated with ad- 
vantage several times until two to three 
quarts of water are forced through the 
stomach and into the intestines. 

This treatment is fully described by 
Dr. M. F. Pilgrim in his book on 
Vibratory Stimulation. 

Summary of result of twelve treat- 
ments: All the symptoms of gastric ab- 
normality began to after the 
third treatment; at the end of the eighth 
treatment, March 27, patient has gained 
five pounds in weight, sleeps well every 
night, mental condition greatly improv- 
ed, appetite, digestion and assimilation

THE DYNAMIC ACTION OF STRYCHNINE. 


Strychnine acts in an elective manner 
on the gray centers of the medulla ob- 
longata, and secondarily on the whole 
system of the great sympathetic nerve. 
It stimulates, therefore, both the striated 
and smooth muscular fibers. It heightens 
sensibility in all its forms, principally in 
the sensorial sphere, smell, hearing, touch 
and taste. 
ideation 


It exaggerates the reflexes, 
perfects and the phenomena 
of utility. It equilibrates the physical 
and the moral, which are so intimately 
hound together both in health and dis- 
ease. Its action on the digestive canal is 
of special interest to the physician; and 
justly so, since the hypodermic employ- 
ment of strychnine does not follow with 
such excellent results as those which the 
granules usually procure. Under the 
influence of these granules the salivary 
and gastric secretions augment, and so 


also does the glycogenic action of the’ 


liver, just at a time when its biliary 


secretions are  contrariwise sensibly 


diminished. As to the peristaltic move- 
ments they are visibly reinforced even 
when they are in a precarious condition 
of relaxation and feebleness. 

According to the experience of Dr. 
Troisfontaine, professor of the faculty of 


Liege, the dose of strychnine usually 


prescribed, which is from 3 to 6 milli- 
grams (gr. 3-67 to 6-67) is altogether in- 
sufficient to exert an energetic action on 
the circulation in grave cases, cardiac

Let 
us add that Dr, C. H. Whitefort of Ply- 
mouth, England, insisted recently in in- 
jecting intramuscularly high doses of

These quantities are stomachic doses

I understand full well 
why a physician must often prescribe an 
original bottle and it is but proper that 
he should. Even much more is it proper 
that the manufacturer keep off his flar- 
ing labels and that every medicine, for 
any patient, shall have no other label on 
it excepting that of the physician’s pre- 
scribing it, with address of druggist, if 
obtained from one.

ACONITINE. 


I have been using the alkaloids for 
several years and would not like to prac- 
tise without them now. Let me say to 

oe oe ee 
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the beginner in the use of the alkaloids, 
“do not be afraid of the heart-sedatives.” 
My experience with them is that the 
standard dose is very often entirely too 
small, never too large. But keep your 
eyes open for the physiologic effect. 

I have sometimes been disappointed in 
the aconitine and the Defervescent Com- 
pound for controlling fever, even when 
the was increased considerably 
above the standard dose, and have had 
to resort to other means in addition. By 
the standard dose, I mean the dose usual- 
ly given, one granule every half hour or 
hour, and kept up for twenty-four hours 
or more without the desired effect. I be- 
lieve these agents could be given more 


dose 


freely than has been recommended, al- 
watching for effect. Children 
usually require much larger doses in 
proportion to age. In continued fevers 
it is better to double the dose and give 
an hour or two apart than to give a 
granule every half hour or hour. It is 
not practicable to give medicine at these 
short intervals throughout a protracted 
case of fever; it is too trying on patient 
and attendant. 

I tested the aconitine granules on a little 
dog weighing not more than ten pounds. 
I gave him ten granules at a dose and he 
never felt them. Perhaps the dog is not 
susceptible to the effects of aconite; but 
this was equivalent to a dose of 125 
granules to a man weighing 125 pounds, 
which would be nearly a grain of 
aconitine to the adult dose. So I con- 
clude that the dog is immune. I would 
not like to take that dose, though I do 
not believe that amount would neces- 
sarily be fatal, especially if given in con- 
nection with digitalin and strychnine.

At first I was very timid about giving 
aconitine, but no one now hesitates or 
ese @ 
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feels any uneasiness as to the results if 
only ordinary care is exercised.

TYPHOID FEVER: FOUR CASES 
OF, TREATED WITH ACETO- 
ZONE: RECOVERY. 


During the past summer I was called 
upon to treat sixteen cases of typhoid 
fever, of four of which I desire to speak, 
inasmuch as their treatment consisted al- 
most entirely of the use of a solution of 
Acetozone, one dram to half a gallon of 
water. Two of the patients were children, 
a girl of five years of age and a boy of 
twelve; and two were adults, both wom- 
en, 35 and 40 years of age respectively. 

I must confess that I was surprised at 
the fact that these patients were not de- 
lirious, particularly in the case of the 
women, each of whom had a temperature 
ranging from 104° to 105° when I first 
saw her. Two days after the use of the 
solution had been begun the evening 
temperature in both these cases declined 
to 102°, and only once or twice did it 
rise above 103°. In three of the four 
cases on Acetozone treatment the bowels 
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required no attention; in one I occasion- 
ally gave fractional doses of calomel. 
No alarming symptoms of any kind ap- 
peared, while many occurred among my 
other cases, i. e., those that did not re- 
ceive Acetozone. 

Although my experience is obviously 
limited, I believe that Acetozone is the 
best drug we have for controlling the 
symptom-complex of typhoid fever, and 
shortening the febrile period.

ABORTING FEVERS. 


Dr. Lofton, page 353, says “typhoid 
fever cannot be aborted.” I was a 
“doubting Thomas” for years (that is be- 
fore I commenced using the alkaloids) 
But I have changed my mind. My 
typhoid cases would linger for twenty- 
one days to four or five weeks (what did 
not die before that), but since I com- 
menced using the granules I do not have 
to wait that long to see my patient im- 
prove. From nine to fifteen days is the 
longest I have had a case to last in the 
past four years, and I lay it all to the 
little alkaloidal granules, 

August 30, young man, 17, sick for 


four days, headache, tired feeling, loss of 


appetite, pulse t10, full and bounding, 
tongue coated with red tip and edges, 
temp. 102.5, dry harsh skin, tenderness 
over the right iliac, with gurgling and 
all typhoid symptoms. Do not think 
there could have been any mistake in the 
diagnosis. 

Treatment: Calomel gr. I-10 every 
hour for ten doses, followed with Saline 
Laxative; veratrine gr. 1-134 
hour; Intestinal Antiseptics every three 
hours, with a dose of Saline Laxative 


every 


every morning to keep the bowels open 
and clean; with milk and liquid diet. This 
patient was sitting up on the ninth day. 
Was there any doubt about this being 
aborted ? 

Pneumonia can be cut short by the 
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use of the proper granules. I have 
aborted many a case.

In our early days we be- 
lieved it necessary to give all of a drug 
the patient could bear, to get the max- 
imum effect as rapidly as possible. In 
dealing with a cerebral 
syphilis, this is still the only method of

treatment; and in many other cases it 
may be preferable. But many times we 
have been surprised to see what great 
results follow the administration of very 
small doses. This first came to our mind 
in using pepsin. The amount of food 
digestible by an ordinary dose of pepsin 
is very small; but see what a difference ° 
it makes. This we explained on the 
principle that when the digestive process 
had been started the stomach would take 
it up and go ahead with it. And why 
not in other functions? Many a time a 
few doses of aconitine act like taking out 
the key-log in a jam, when the whole 
mass starts off down the river. 

Why has this knowledge only come to 
us this late, when we look back over a 
third of a century of work, instead of 


forward? Boys, take warning. Start

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where we have left off; and do not go 
make the 
same mistakes. Life is too short to waste

BOSTONISMS. 


Last Sunday I gave a patient a tablet 
of camphor monobromide for headache 
and told him to let it dissolve in the 
mouth. At the end of an hour I asked 
him if he needed another, when he took 
the first from his mouth intact. I think 
it was made up with a basis of gypsum. 

You recommended quinine hydro- 
chlorate to me sometime ago. Looking 
it up in the U. S. Dispensatory I noticed 
a remark of the compiler deprecating the 
multiplicity of the quinine salts, and 
claiming that the sulphate, citrate and 
arsenate were all that are required. It 
must be that the man who wrote that 
sentence had never used the 
chlorate. I have been using it exclusive- 
ly since you recommended it, and am de- 
lighted with it. 

I have had a very tough case, a young 
woman who had chronic asthma com- 
plicated with malaria. I beat out the 
asthma with a_ trituration 
lobelin, tartar emetic and sanguinarine, 
first grinding the granules together, 6 tar- 
tar emetic gr. 1-12 each, 6 sanguinarine 
and 12 each of the others, adding a tea- 
spoonful of sugar and triturating till 
thoroughly mixed. The way that asthma 
disappeared was a wonder. And by the 
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hydro- 


of emetin, 
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way, it is not so much the quantity of 
the drug in the dose as the fact. Of this 
powder I ordered § grains every half 
hour the first day, and after each par- 
oxysm of cough afterwards. 

There was an intermittent at 
times but I left a dozen Defervescent 
granules No. 2, with orders to give one 
every 15 minutes when the fever put in 
an appearance, and there were never 
more than three needed for the 
attack. Then I put two granules strvch- 
nine arsenate gr. 1-30, and ten grains of 
quinine hydrochlorate, in the mortar with 
a dram of sugar, and ground 
intimately. 
before each feeding, of which there are 
four a day, and quassin gr, 1-67 after 
eating. And I have gotten my patient 
out in 15 days. Of course the Saline 
Laxative goes without saying—that is 
my first invocation.

repeated small doses, and following it 
by a saline laxative, only to be told that

Now the eclecti vsician who 
loses more than 5 per cent of his pneu- 
monia cases, taking them as they come, 
is not up to the front of his school. The 
allopath accepts it as a matter of course, 
if he loses from 20 to 36 per cent of his 
cases. This is not fustian, it is the simple 
truth. Investigate and disprove it, who 
can. 

If our regular brethren would merely 
learn what not to do in pneumonia, and 
abstain deferentially to this knowledge, 
they would save at least 92 per cent of 
their cases; for it is certain that drugs 
(the right ones, correctly administered) 
do not make a favorable difference of 
Over 3 per cent. 

Alas for the pity of it, but the ma- 
jority of physicians of whatever school, 
are gross drug materialists, and to that 
extent alienated that practical 
coincidence with nature’s conservatism, 
should be the fundamental 
principle of their healing method. I can 
think of almost nothing which leaves a

We may theorize as we please, but the 
facts are these: In all fevers the secre- 
tions of the glands connected with the 
alimentary canal are lessened or stopped ; 
the micro-organisms in the bowel, under 
the influence of increased heat, with 
moisture and plenty of decomposable 
material, luxuriate and multiply, produc- 
ing toxins with increased energy. And 
when they and their products and the 
decomposing matters are swept out and 
the alimentary canal is made and kept 
clean there is a notable amelioration of 
the symptoms, amounting in the aggre- 
gate to 30 or 40 per cent of the danger 
and discomfort, which is subtracted from 
the attack by this one measure. The 
fact of this has never been disproved. 
The agents by which it is accomplished 
are a matter for individual 
Many doctors approve of calomel fol- 
lowed by salines, believing that in this 
way a more effective cleaning out and 
stimulation of the emunctories is se- 
cured than by any other means. This 
is entirely different from the use of 
calomel pushed to salivation as an anti- 
phlogistic, a practice which is dead and 
buried. We would not Dr. 
Cooper to approve of calomel in any 
shape, and men trained in Eclectic 
thought could probably find the same 
uses for podophyllin, irisin, euonymin 
and leptandrin; while the veratrine and 
bryonin fill this indication to a certain 
extent. But after leaving the sick and 
disabled bodily organs to do their own

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disinfecting, and aiding them by such 
effective and harmless remedies as the 
sulphocarbolates, we are emphatically in 
favor of the latter method, because it has 
given us better results. We have great 
respect for veratrine, which opens every 
door for elimination and equalizes the 
circulation, easing the heart’s work by 
relaxing vascular tension; yet we do not 
find it a specific for pneumonia, nor in- 
dicated in every case. We must hold 
Dr, Cooper to the tenets of his school, 
that there is no specific for the disease, 
but specific indications that under some 
conditions may require one remedy, and 
in others a totally opposite one in the 
same disease or even in the same case.

THE PASSING OF ALHOCOL, 


inert. 


In Tue ALKALoIDAL Ciinic for Feb- 
ruary and March I find seven articles 
on typhoid fever, and only two writers 
allude to the use of alcoholic stimulants 
in the treatment of that disease. Both 
mention it, only to condemn it. One 
says: “With no deaths in the last eight 
vears, I am led to ask if I could not have 
saved my earlier cases of typhoid, had | 
left whisky out of the fight?” 

A great change is taking place regard- 
ing the use of liquor in the treatment of 
disease. Of course it has always been 
worse than useless, but for years, and 
until within the last twenty, it has been 
hard for the conservatism, so necessary 
to successful practice of medicine, to 
abandon a so-called remedy that popular 
belief pronounced necessary. So far as 
I know the first writer to totally abandon 
the use of alcohol in medicine was Dr. 
H. T. Dunbar, Candor, N. Y. 

At a medical meeting in Binghamton, 
in ’83, he asked that his protest against 
the use of alcohol in any form be entered 
on the records of the meeting. He had 
not given or allowed to be given to any 
patient one drop of any alcoholic stimu- 
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lant for a year, and said that the results 
in comparison with his first five years of 
practice were such as to warrant him in 
continuing to refuse to use anything of 
the kind. 
endorse his position or sanction what he 
had said.

On the contrary he was de- 
rided and scoffed at, and met all the op- 
position and abuse that was heaped upon 
the heads of the early “Abolitionists ;” 
but he still persisted in the course he 
thought was right. 

leven years later, one of the prom- 
inent physicians of this city, who was 
present at the meeting above mentioned, 
“The 
Passing of Alcohol as a Medicine,” to 
be read at the New York State Medical 
Society.

At that meeting Prof. Didama 
of Syracuse University, has a 
world-wide reputation as a medical in- 
structor, stated that for

The writer 
of the paper mentioned above said: A 
great change has come over the minds 


of the profession with regard to the

This was in ’95, but Dr. Dunbar’s con- 
version occurred twelve years prior to 
this date. And yet the world still moves.

and strychnine were given; patient not 
mine. 

[ have treated fifteen pneumonia pa- 
tients, thirteen being children and babies, 
one young man, one old woman. I gave 
the oft-quoted treatment: Dosimetric 
Triad, apomorphine, sanguinarine ni- 
trate, emetin, potassium bichromate, etc., 
according to the patient and the severity 
of the attack. They all recovered in 
from three to seven days, mostly in five 
days.

In my early practice I had a case of 
hiccough that I will never forget while 
memory wields her scepter. It was a sec- 
ond-hand case, of five and a half days’ 
duration, and nearly drove me into hic- 
cough from sympathy. The subject was 
a wealthy, athletic banker and farmer, 
living on one of his farms, and had been 
under the care of a very reputable phy- 
sician of wide experience, who was un- 
able to answer a special summons so I 
was sent as a substitute. 
good doctor had nearly exhausted his 
resources, and, possibly, was not loth to 
share the responsibility and care of the 
case. 

It was the idiopathic form of the dis- 
ease and not the sequel of any exhaust- 
ing malady, which probably militated as 
a strong factor in the arrest of the dis- 
ease. Without stopping to get any his- 
tory or even examine the pulse, I quickly 
injected 1-4 gr. of morphine and atropine

As to the case of epilepsy that I re- 
ported in the April Ciinic, page 4oi, 
and as to which Dr. Brewer expressed 
doubts about its ultimate cure, I wish to 
state that the case referred to came to 
me for treatment in April, 1900, but was 
not upon the treatment outlined in April 
CLINIC continuously because of some 
retinal inflammation. I prescribed potas- 
sium iodide upon the suggestion of an 
oculist. The potassium iodide was con- 
tinued until August, 1900, when the boy 
was again put upon intestinal antiseptics, 
etc., and was under that treatment for 
two years and four months, when I 
thought a sufficient time had _ elapsed 
since the last seizure to warrant me in 
reporting the case as cured, which I did. 

Since the April Crrntc has come to 
hand, and having read Dr. Brewer's 
criticism, I called upon the boy and still 
find him free of the epileptic seizures. I 
would kindly request Dr. Brewer to state 
how much longer the boy should be kept 
under treatment, for if there is any pos- 
stb:lity of the case relapsing, I will cer- 
tainly commence the treatment again.

| have been treating epilepsy for thirty- 
cight years. I never cured a case until 
within the last twelve years. I have had 
cases go five years without a seizure and 
then have them return and proceed to 
have seizures worse than ever. These 
were all elderly cases. 

But for the young or growing youth I 
think the doctor’s treatment might ulti- 
mately prove successful. I shall not at- 
tempt to convince any one that epileptic 
seizures are produced by a bacillus; or 
if not a bacillus it is very much like one. 
In order to convince me on a given case 
that the bacilli have been routed, an ex- 
ainination of the cultures made from the 
blood with gelatin in solution 
convincing effect. Take a few drops of 
blood, place in a solution of gelatin, let 
remain twenty-four hours, then look 
through a powerful microscope and see 
if you can perceive lines like unto this 
A —<, always the fork. If they are not 
in evidence there is no longer anything 
to fear. 

I am not one to say that the doctor's 
case is not one of epilepsy or that he has 
not done a grand work on that boy, but 
all convulsions are not due to epilepsy. 
I have had patients in whom I could not 
(liscover a vestige of what I assume to 
be the bacillus of epilepsy; often we find 
a convulsory condition which cannot be 
traced to or designated as epilepsy. 

In some the convulsory habit is due to 
dentition, fermentation and derangement 
of the organs of nutrition, assimilation 
and alimentation, and even suggestion. 
For example: A young lady visited a 
home for epileptics and witnessed two 
cases of seizure; at her monthly period 
following her visit she had a well defined

40 per cent on hand, on which I let the 
patient sniff and inhale for fifteen to 
thirty minutes, till the tears trickle down 
his cheeks.

aloin, camphor, acetanilid, guarana and 
quinine; quantity and dosage according 
to age and condition of patient. As a 
rule I arrange it so as to give one pill 
every two hours. It relieves right away. 
Try it. 

In epilepsy no matter what the cause, 
and if petit mal or grand mal, I enforce 
a strict light vegetarian diet for six 
months, and as. a medicine generally 
prescribe red mercuric iodide gr. I-100 
twice a day, also veratrine and atropine, 
occasionally santonin, aconitine or 
bryonin in small doses as the case de- 
mands. You see I have no panacea, yet 
I succeed. I have used the combined 
bromides of ammonia and soda _ oc- 
casionally but very rarely, as I do not 
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think they will cure, but only palliate. 
I always order a daily thorough rubbing 
down back and front from head to foot 
with vinegar and water equal parts; this 
to be done in bed, possibly under cover 
or in a warm room, and a hot footbath 
every night before retiring. 

Some twenty years ago I was consult- 
ed by a very poor woman in a country 
village, who had an_ ulcerated 
some years’ standing; the 


leg of

ous sizes up to three inches in length 
reaching from the ankle joint to the mid 
dle of the tibia, in a foul condition down 
to the bone. Money there was none for 
the apothecary, so I told her first to 
cover the wounds with sugar, leave it on 
for half an hour, or until pain would tell 
her, then bathe the leg, flush out the 
sugar, dry it with lint and then put on 
continually the cold scrapings of fresh 
carrots, changing as often as possible by 
day; at night, to soak a large clean 
muslin rag in melted ox-kidney fat o 
tallow, and cover the wounds with it, 
wrapping an old towel over it, and bind 
it up. This she did for fourteen days 
and her leg was healed.

HEART CASES. 


As it has been my good fortune to 
treat more than my share of heart cases, 
I will report a few. In true heart-disease 
the oft-repeated maxim of “treat the pa- 
tient instead of the disease” does not hold 
good, for as a rule with most severe heart 
lesions we usually have the other organs 
functionating normally, unless the heart 
lesion is secondary or oedema has de- 


veloped. But to detail experiences I

Mr. K., 66, fell unconscious 


four hours before found; since then he 
has had an impediment in his speech, 
and when he tries to protrude his tongue 
it swings out to the right side, so I take 
for granted that his attack of uncon- 
sciousness was caused by an embolism, 
which no doubt came from vegetations 
on his mitral valve, for mitral regurgita- 
tion was the only abnormality I could 
find about him eighteen months ago. He 
then had an attack of angina pectoris, 
violent palpitation, and pain in heart and 
left arm, which was relieved by hypo- 
dermics of glonoin gr. I-50 and mor- 
phine gr, 1-4. Then I gave him digitalin 
gr. 1-67 with glonoin gr. 1-250 every 
hour until he could be about again, also 
Epsom salts each morning to keep his 
bowels loose. 

He did very well under this treatment 
as far as subjective symptoms were con- 
cerned but the pulse was never less than 
100 until a few months later; if the dose 
was increased the pulse would become 
more rapid and would intermit, which 
would also happen if the dose was lessen- 
ed. Then there came a time when this 
treatment lost its effect, then strychnine 
gr, 1-30 every four hours was added, 
which again improved the character of 
the pulse, but the rate remained at 100 
to 115. There never was fever, 
urine normal in amount and s. g.; no al- 
bumin or sugar, until about a month ago 
when albumin appeared. 

After a thorough trial of the above 
treatment I changed to digitalisin, a con-

The use of drugs in its very nature 
can-add nothing to the real strength of 
the heart, and hence can only give tem- 
porary relief; and if pushed beyond a 
certain limit will exhaust the suscepti- 
bility of the organ and hasten its in- 
evitable failure. Hence the importance 
of that other principle which we have 
for years urged upon the profession— 
that of reducing the work of the heart 
commensurately with its deficiency. The 
argument is this: 

The heart is a force-pump, its func- 
tion being to propel the blood through 
the vessels. The more blood the body 
contains, the greater is the the 
heart must perform. If we reduce the 
bulk of the blood, the heart’s labors are 
by that much lightened. When the 
amount of liquid taken into the body is 
limited as closely as is compatible with 
health, the weight is rapidly reduced ; so 
that a fat man can thus lessen his weight 
even by a pound a day for a time. It is 
obvious that the most of this reduction 
must fall on the fluids, as the more con- 
sistent parts of the body lose compara- 
tively little. The blood therefore be-

I looked after re- 
flexes and found them very good; I tried 
in every possible way to find out a cause 
for this condition but failed to find it. 
I felt that I knew what the trouble was, 
so ordered large, moist, hot, poultices 
placed over the gave 
strychnine sulphate gr. 1-60 every two 
hours until three doses were taken, then 
every six hours until the bowels should 
move. 

At 2 a. m. found him suffering some 
pain over the entire abdomen, but ex- 
amination revealed the fact that per- 
istalsis was reéstablished in the stomach 
and intestines, 

I used the syringe with fine result, a 
full passage of foul feces and quantities 
of water. He declared he was alright. 
I stopped the strychnine save a dose 
twice a day for two or three days. 

Some four months after that time one 
of the boy’s elder brothers asked me 
what would be the effect of a boy’s 
drinking three or four pints of slush 
ice-milk. I immediately said: “That 
was what was the matter with Wallace.”

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going to dispense my own medicines. 
He replied: “That is right, your patients 
will think more of you.” Does he dis- 
pense? Not a bit of it, and he should 
have advised me not to. “When you 
live with the Romans you must do as the 
Romans do;” that is, if you want to suc- 
ceed and make money, and that is what 
you seem to think physicians are after; 
and I am sorry to say that does seem to 
be what the average physician is after. 

I would like to give a few pointers to 
those just hanging out their shingles. 
these would-be money-getters. In the 
first place, get acquainted; and during 
the process and ever after always coin- 
cide with people. Never have any 
opinions of your own. You may think 
the Philippine war and the Boer war 
two of the greatest crimes in the history 
of the world, but don’t even whisper it. 
Always remember it is money you are 
after. In this process of getting ac- 
quainted you will be obliged to play 
whist for prizes, even though you may 
consider it gambling, but money is the 
prize you seek to win. As you have de- 
cided to write prescriptions, you want to 
stand in with the druggist, so you must 
take a social glass and a cigar with him, 
no matter if you do consider alcohol and 
tobacco the greatest curses of the world. 

In fact as a lady (?) told me once, 
go out and be one of the boys. Above 
all else, keep out of church fights and 
politics. Instead of voting early and 
often, write prescriptions early and 
often, the more the better. It does not 
make much difference what you write, 
but only be sure and not prescribe some- 
thing the druggist hasn’t in stock, be- 
cause it would make him mad to have 
to order some new-fangled things that 
the big guns did not use.

Now a few words about the other 
kind: When just thirteen years of age 
I decided to become a physician, for one 
reason, and that that physicians 
have more opportunities to do good than 
anyone else. From that day to this the 
money consideration has never entered 
my head. I always treat the poor pa- 
tient just as well as the well-to-do one. 
My motto in everything has always been 
to do the very best I could, to do right 
and to do to others as I would be done 
by.

MORPHINE NECESSARY. 


The creation of the morphine habit by 


the medical profession is one of the 


odiums often justly merited. Though I 
have never had this accusation to bear, 
still it has ever been my constant aim to 
avoid such an accusation and to study 
how best to prevent it. 

Every physician knows how necessary 
it is in some cases to administer mor- 
phine, and for a long period of time 
nothing else seemed to take its place; 
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The theory that cancer depends on a sur- 
plus of salt is now replaced by another at- 
tributing it to a deficiency of salt! Beautiful! 
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and yet we dread the morphine habit be- 
ing formed in such cases. 

Now, do not down the doctor who 
cannot find a substitute and something 
much better. I have been one of these 
who have tried various things just as 
good, yet I was forced back to morphine 
as the thing and the only thing for re- 
lief in some cases. 

It has been my misfortune in the last 
three years to treat several cases where 
morphine had to be used often for long 
periods of time. To avoid the morphine 
habit in these cases has been my study 
for three years, and the problem has 
been solved to my own satisfaction, as 
no morphine habit has been formed in 
any of these cases, even where hun- 
dreds of hypodermics of morphine have 
been given for months. How did I do 
this? By combining morphine sulphate 
with hyoscine hydrobromate. 


[ had a patient who needed both pain- 


For the 
pain nothing is equal to morphine, and 
for sleep nothing is better than hyoscine 
hydrobromate. 


reliever and _ sleep-producer. 


It is not costly and does 
not have to be “made in Germany.” 

The combination works admirably in 
many conditions, and the two given to- 
gether seem to increase each other’s 
power, and therefore lessen the dose of 
each that would be required when given 
separately. Nearly every one who has 
severe pain calling for morphine would 
be helped by sleep, therefore give him 
both relief and sleep, and prevent the 
formation of the morphine habit. 

So often in the beginning of fevers 
your patient is sleepless; give him at 
bedtime hypodermically, morphine sul- 
phate gr. 1-8 and hyoscine hydrobromate 
gr. 1-200, and note the beautiful effect. 


Repeat as indicated. I never give larger 
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Freckles: Equal parts glycerin and lactic 
acid, add rose-water to scent and apply twice 
a day, drying on the skin. 
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doses of hyoscine hydrobromate than gr. 
1-200, and for the first dose not over gr. 
1-300, and always combine it with mor- 
phine sulphate, or with morphine and 
atropine. The reason I am so cautious 
with it in the beginning is, that in many 
patients it produces a frenzy or wild 
delirium in twenty to thirty minutes. 
But do not be frightened, as this will 
only last a few minutes, and your pa- 
tient then passes into a quiet sleep, last- 
ing from two to four hours. I stumbled 
upon this method by having a case that 
needed both ease and sleep, and by com- 
bining morphine and hyoscine I got 
more than I looked for. 

Sirce working out my problem for the 
prevention of the morphine habit, I see 
that others are advocating the use of 
hyoscine as a specific for the morphine 
habit. Of this and their method I know 
nothing. My claim is to combine mor- 
phine and hyoscine to prevent the mor- 
phine habit. 

Just a few more words to bring out 
my meaning more forcibly: 

1. The combination of hyoscine hydro- 
bromate with morphine as an absolute 
preventive of the morphine habit. 

2. The combination increasing 
value of each, giving increased pain-re- 
lieving effect and greater hypnotic action, 
and therefore requiring lesser doses of 
each than when given separately. 

3. Every case demanding relief from 
pain would be benefited by some sleep, 
for rally and recuperation from the ef- 
fects of the pain—therefore a wider field 
for each as a therapeutic agent. 

4. The beauty and very great efficacy 
of the combination for the relief of 
nervous conditions when neither mor- 
phine nor hyoscine alone will give relief, 
and when the stomach will not bear 
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the 


France supplies tablets which dropped in 
water give off oxygen and thus restore the 
freshness of the air. 
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bromides or other medicines. A _ very 
small dose of the combination puts your 
patient at rest, and his system in a condi- 
tion where you can get results from 
other medicines. 

5. The combination possibly avoiding 
or overcoming the constipating effect of 
the morphine. 

6. The absolute safety of the combina- 
tion. 

7. The lasting effect of the combina- 
tion, possibly twice in the 24 hours. 

With these suggestions I hope I am 
clearly understood.

The idea is a good one, and deserves 
wise consideration. Nevertheless we be- 
lieve that under the careful study of dis- 
ease conditions and the action of rem- 
edies, the uses of morphine will be re- 
duced like those of alcohol nearly to the 
vanishing point. In both cases the rea- 
son for their popularity is the same—they 
do so many different things and so well. 
But in every instance there are single 
remedies that do every one of these 
things better. Recognition of the 
spasmodic element in renal and hepatic 
and other colics has shown the superior- 
ity of atropine and clinical trials have 
confirmed this view. Nobody now thinks 
of morphine as a hypnotic since hyoscine 
and the synthetics have come into use. 
Inflammatory pains demand relief from 
pressure, or congestion, circulation regu- 
lators. Who would think of giving opiates 
for abdominal pains when the bowels 
need emptying? The only place that 
at present occurs to us where morphine 
may be superior is in eclampsia, and we 
are not sure that it gives the advantages 
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Catarrh: Woolens, good shoes, cold baths 
with rubbing, light diet, regular meals, exer- 
cise, ventilation, 
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here that are to be had from veratrine. 
Cicutine is best for the relief of cancer 
until it fails, and then we willingly allow 
morphine in any dose, hoping that it may 
shorten life as quickly as possible. For 
the quick relief of pain morphine does 
not compare with the volatile anesthetics. 
Tell us, good friends, where does this 
salt come in, where we have nothing else 
as good? One of our correspondents 
once wrote us of several cases in which 
he found nothing as good, but in each 
we had to differ with him, and could 
show good reasons for our preference of 
other agents.—Ep,

PNEUMONIA. 


There seems to be a very strong belief 
prevalent among the profession that it is 
impossible to abort a case of pneumonia ; 
and up to ten years since I held such a 
belief. But since I have learned alka- 
lometry I have no hesitancy in giving a 
favorable opinion in regard to the term- 
ination of a case of pneumonia, 

As soon as called to a case of sickness, 
and pneumonia is recognized, and located, 
if there is much pain in the side, apply 
mustard plaster, and let it remain thirty 
minutes; the entire chest is then rubbed 
with a mixture of equal parts of tur- 
pentine, coal oil, camphor and sweet oil, 
and then enveloped in a thick, woolen 
bandage. Then gr. 1-6 
every hour till six doses are taken. If

There are a great variety of opinions 
on the treatment of malarial diseases, and 
as the malarial season is drawing near I 
would like for a few close-observing 
physicians, who practise in the malarial 
belt, to stock up with the A, A. Co.’s 
granules of emetin gr.

The best is always the 
cheapest, and any physician who values 
his reputation cannot afford to use any- 
thing but the best. 

The majority of physicians consider 
heroic doses of quinine sulphate indjs- 
pensable, and by being wedded so close- 
ly to it they often neglect many other 
valuable remedies, which in many condi- 
tions would give far better results than

Kept this up 
for four weeks, since which she has kept 
perfectly regular on a small dose of the 
sodium phosphate in the mornings on 
rising.

ANSWER TO QuERY 3495 :—I have had 
good success in the cases of enlarged 
spleen for which I have used berberine. 

The pruritus was a stunner for me. 
It continued about fifteen months. Be- 
fore writing to the Crintc I had tried 
everything I had seen recommended for 
pruritus ani. After beginning the treat- 
ment suggested by the Crirnic I got re- 
lief for one to three hours each time I 
used the injection. But it invariably re- 
turned. I used zine sulphocarbolate be- 
fore each stool for six weeks, then tried 
the W-A Intestinal Antiseptic both be- 
fore and after stools, with the same re- 
sult. In the meantime my back began 
itching at night. I quit all local treat- 
ment and began taking Fowler’s solution, 
three drops three times a day, without 
any benefit.

—I wish to give a little of what I have 
learned from experience, and not from 
medical books, on the sleeplessness of old 
people. I am in my 7o0’s and therefore 
am old enough to speak from experience. 
Some five or six years ago my trouble 
in this respect began; on going to bed at 
9g p. m., could sleep well until 3 a. m., 
when I could sleep no more. In the day- 
time on sitting down to read I would go 
to sleep, thus robbing me of much read- 
ing. To remedy the latter I stirred up 
my liver first, and did then as now, have

A teaspoon holds s5cc., a dessertspoon 10, a 


tablespoon 15, says the apothecary at the Ger- 
man Hospital of Philadelphia. 
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a regular time just after dinner to take 
a nap, sleep as long as I can soundly, 
generally from twenty to thirty minutes ; 
then I get up invigorated, rested and 
ready for business. 

Sut often on going to bed now I can- 
not sleep longer than midnight. On ex- 
amining my pulse it is either too slow or 
too fast, too weak or too strong, but 
generally too slow; in short it is not a 
normal pulse, not a normal arterial cir- 
culation; resulting in cold, twitching 
muscles and restlessness for the whole 
body. Remedy for myself with pulse, 
heart and circulation too slow—up to 
my pocket-case and down two granules 
of glonoin, or a compound tablet of nitro- 
glycerin, strophanthin, digitalin and 
strychnine. In a very few minutes heart 
and pulse move faster, stronger and more 
normal, blood circulation is restored ; and 
I feel natural and easy, and go to sleep 
for the rest of the night. But if the op- 
posite be the case, I take sedatives and 
reduce the pulse to normal, not below; 
result, good and natural sleep in a few 
minutes. 

Another bookless item: For im- 
mediate relief of pains in the rectum 
from any ordinary cause, take in a little 
water a few drops of oil or tincture of 
capsicum. One or two doses is usually 
all that is needed.

I crushed a granule 
of glonoin and forced between her teeth 
and put her in hot water; the blue color 
had given way to a peculiar ash color and 
she seemed breathing her last. I ran for 
a brother physician and when I returned 
the convulsion, under the glonoin, which 
had been repeated, had passed, but the 
habe was unconscious. We worked over 
her all morning with hot baths, ice to 
head, glonoin, oil, calomel, and towards 
noon she brightened a little, enough to 
recognize us; bowels moved at 3 p. m., 
only a little curdled milk; repeated 
calomel; temp. now 104; kept up aconi- 
tine and baths until evening, temp. then 
101.5, another slight movement of 
bowels, fever again went to 104; then 
washed the bowels with salt solution and 
secured a greenish passage but not 
enough to cause all the trouble; had to 
resort to ice-cold sheet and changed

In the first place, Doctor, I am strong- 
ly opposed to the use of meat in children, 
having found that it induces sexual ripen- 
ing too early and consequently early de- 
cay. To begin with, let her have some 
good malt extract like Maltine, to enable 
her to digest starchy foods better. Then 
get rid of the sugar as much as possible, 
for a child soon gets tired of any food 
that is sweetened. Dreakfast foods like 
oatmeal should be taken with salt, plenty 
of butter and cream, but not sweetened.
